which have been conducted jointly 
by the agricultural department-of 
the- University of Wisconsin and the 
United States Forest Products lab- 
oratory." The laboratory work was 
done under 0. M. Butler, assistant 
director of the laboratory and the 
feeding experiments by Prof. Frank 
B. 
Morrison. 
The 
experiments 


have not been completed as yet, but 
the initial trials show sawdust to be 
a great and nutritive source o£ cow 
food, 


"We took white pine sawdust and 


puts it through treatments that can- 
verts the starch in the sawdust in- 
to sugar," said 0. M. Butler. "Then 
in co-operation with the agricultural 
department of the university of 
Wisconsin a feeding experiment was 
conducted. 
Five dairy cows were 


given the sawdust ration in quanti- 
ties of 25 per cent and 75 per cent 
of their present 
food 
was 
used. 


These animals were kept on th:s 
food for one month with the result 
that they increased both in weight 
and the amount of butter fat pro- 
duced.

dust is plentiful is also the great 
cattle-country. - Last year the price 
of grain was high and there was a 
shortage of feed. 
If sawdust can 


be utilized for commercial cow feed- 
ing, as now seems feasible, it will 
prove a great boon to the cattle 
raisers."

Chat the sawdust from all conifer- 
ous woods, except yellow pine which 
has too much resin in it, can be 
used for cow feed. 
He said that 


the. process for . hydrolyzing the 
sawdust was shnple and made the

i other coiv feeds. 
The sawdust is 


treated with sulphuric acid which 
sets up a fermentation and converts 
it first into cellulose starch and 
the starch 
into sugar.

minor processes follow and the saw- 
dust when ready for feeding looks 
like bran. 
The cows lick it up with 


a relish. 
It is believed that these 


experiments • mean millions of dol- 
lars saving to cattle industry of the 
country.

It does imperishable credit to those who have been re- 
sponsible for the drafting of it. . . I came as a 
member of that committee to indorse almost all writ- 
ten in that platform."

This from Bryan, in praise of a platform which omits the 


famous phrase, coined by himself and written into every Demo- 
cratic platform since 1900: 
"A private monopoly is indefen- 


sible and intolerable!" 


When-Bryan spoke urging a "bone dry" plank, a national 


bulletin, a law for jailing the profiteers, he did not scratch the 
surface of the real issue. 


His speech but demonstrated that even his matchless gifts 


were not enough to obscure that issue or to breathe life into is 
sues which are false or decadent. 


When Bryan addressed himself to these questions he found 


himself robbed of his own power: the consciousness that he 
voiced the aspirations and spoke with the authority of the peo- 
ple. 
With this he would not have failed; without it he could 


not succeed. 


Bryan's failure at San Francisco will not destroy the con- 


fidence of the people in his essential honesty and sincerity. But 
as long as Bryan clings to the "parlor" issues, the people will go 
back to the Bryan of IOCS and 1912 for inspiration. And until 
Bryan himself goes back to the old principles, he will continue 
to talk to deaf ears at national conventions.
